Nicoll Presents Argument. 

Delancy Nicoll then rose to address 
the Court on behalf of The World. He 
said: 

“If your Honors please, the only 
question in this case is whether this 
prosecutor is authorized by the act of 
July 7, 1898, to which reference has just 
been made by the learned Assistant 
Attorney-General. -It appears from the 
record of this case that om Oct. 6, 
1908, during the presidential election of 
that year and on the subsequent days 
mentioned in* the indictment, the de- 
fendant, the Press Publishing Co., com- 
posed, printed and published at “its 
printing house on Park Row, in the 
city of New York, each day, 380,000 
copies of the paper known as the New 
York World; that 320,000 copies of the 
paper, circulated throughout the State 
of New York, 60% copies circulated 
throughout other parts of the United 
States and 29 copies on each day went 
into the ceded place known as West 
Point, and one copy on each day went 
into the ceded place known as thé Post- 
office Building in the city of New York. 

“It is now the contention of the Gov- 
ernment that by the circulation of these 
29 copies in West Point as an incident 
of the daily circulation of The World on 
each day, and by the circulation of one 
copy of the paper in the Postoffice 
Building in New York, two separate 
and distinct and important crimes were 
committed, one in West Point and the 
other in the Postoffice Building in 
Southern District, New York—namely 
the crime of libel, and that the act of 
July 7, 1898, gives the courts of the Unit- 
ed States jurisdiction to punish these 
two offenses. 


proposition by caying: 

“First, that the construction, contend- 
ed for by the Government is not within 
the spirit of the act of July 7, 1898. Wwe 
answer it further by saying that it is 
not even within the letter of the act of 
July 7, 1898. 

“Our first proposition is that even if 
the act of 1898 literally construed could 
be regarded as covering the case it 
ought not te be construed for several 
reasons, which I will take up in order. 

“The first is that the acquisencé of all 
legal minds for almost a century forbids 
the construction now for the first time 
ascerted by the Government. 

“The second is that the construction 
contended for by the Government would 
lead to injustice, oppression and absurd 
consequence. 

“The third is that the construction is 
unnecessary to remedy the. definite evil 
or mischief which the framers of the 
act of 18256, upon which the act of 1898 
is modeled, had: in mind; and that the 
‘construction would lead to another evil 
which it was the intention of the fram- 
ers of that act to avoid. 

“Our fourth contention is that the 
construction contended for by, the Gov- 
ernment is at variance with the whole 
life and history of the country. 

“Now, taking my first answer, and 
that is that the acquiescence of all legal. 
minds for almost a century forbids the 
construction now contended fer the 
Government, the indictment in this case 
is sui generis. It has no predecessor. 
It is a legal curiosity. 

“You will search the books and 
record in vain to find one like it. Al- 
though this statute has been upon the 
books of the United States for 85 
years, during which time the Govern- 
ment has been served by attorney- 
generals and district attorneys of 
conspicuous learning ang ability, dur- 
ing which the great newspapers of 


the United States have been circulat- 
ing through the states and to these 


ceded places, this is the first time in 
the history of the country when the 





jurisdicion has been asserted. 


First Case Under the Original 


Law in 


“IT say that it has been 85 vears 
since Mr. Justice Storey first con- 
ceived this statute and Congress made 
it a part of the law of the Untted 
States; and it is a matter of common 
knowledge that during that period 
that we passed through the most mo- 
mentuous events of our history ac- 
companied by the flercest discussions 
in the daily, weekly and monthly 
press. And yet no one has arisen 
until our day and generation to assert 
that a libel first composed, printed 
and published in the states and cir- 
culating to a ceded place as an in- 
cidental part of its daily circulation, 
can be punished in the courts of the 
United States. 

“It has remained for the lawyers 
of our day and generation to spell out 
this construction of the statute. To 
my mind this is a most impressive 
argument against the contention now 
made by the Government. 

Justice Johnson’, Opinion. 

“It seems to me that it is the set- 
tled judgment,of all lawmakers, law- 
givers and law-administrators in this 
country that no such jurisdiction as 
now is asserted actually exists. And 
here I make reference to the rule on 
this subject which was well stated by 
Mr. Justice Johnson in delivering the 
opinion of the court in United States 
vs. Hudson, in seventh branch, deny- 
ing the right of the Federal-courts to 
éxercise a common law jurisdiction 
in criminal cases where he says: 

“*“& proper tribute to greatness m- 
pels me to accord all of the thonor 
to his immediate predecessor, who 
first made this discovery, this revela- 
tion of the fact that in 1825 the Con- 
gress of the United States, without 
knowing it. really revived the Sedition 
law of 1798 and revived it again by 
passing the act upon which this prose- 
cution rests.”’ 

Left to the State. 


Reverting to the history of the pass- 
age of the act of 1825 through Congress, 
Mr. Nicoll showed that it was to pre- 
vent a collision of jurisdiction between 
the Federal Government and the states. 
He continues:

who reviews its history and considers 
the situation as it exists at the time, 
and as it was presented to the legis- 
lative body, cannot fail to see that 
there was no intention under this act 
to give the courts of the United States 
jurisdiction to punish any offense which 
could be punished by the states. 
Federal Places, 

“There are scatterea all over tha 
United States over 2000 of these Federal 
places. They are to be found in every 
state in the Union in large numbers, 
and they are of course to be found in 
every judicial district of the United 
States. If this construction is sound, 
all that the Department of Justice is 
required to do is to find some of these 
publications circulated in one of the 
ceded places, and then to proceed ‘uv 
indict the editor on the theory that 
the courts of the United States have 
jurisdiction; and if they choose to jn- 
dict him in as many of the ceded plaves 
as they may be advised, of course the 
prosecution will take the form, as it 
does in this case, of a libel on indiviid> 
uals,” 

Mr. Nicoll asked leave to submit a sup- 
plementary brief on the question raised 
by McReynolds of the Supreme Court's 
power to review the judgment of Judge 
Hough. This request having been 
granted, Mr. Nicoll resumed his argu- 
ment: 

‘“‘May it please the Court, when we 
adjourned at recess I was calling your 
honors’ attention to my argument that 
the construction contended for by the 
Government runs counter to the whole 
life and history of the country because, 
if followed to its logical end, it adopts 
the theory that although a prosecution 
may take the form of an indictment for 
libel upon individuals it actually puts 
it within the power of the Nationa! Gov- 
ernment to prosecute attacks upon the 
Government itself or upon the char- 
acter of Government officials on ac- 
count of their official acts. ‘ 


Power of the State. 


“I say that if this theory is main- 
tained, it amounts to practically a re- 
vival of the principles of the sedition 
law. of 1798, and that the theory con- 
tained in that law, and the law itself 
has been universally condemned not 
only as unconstitutional, but as con- 
trary to the genius of our institutions, 
for if anything in this country is settled 
by the verdict of history, it is that the 
power of controlling the press has not 
been intrusted to the National Govern- 
ment, but resides within the states, 

“The popular odium which attended 
this law was not excited by its partic- 
ular provisions, but by the fact that 
any law upon the subject was a vigla- 


‘|tion of the Constitution. Congress had 


no power to pass any law of the kind, 
good or bad.’’ 

“In view of this chapter of our his- 
tory,”’ Nicoll continued, ‘‘the special 


of the United States of Dec. 15, 1908, 
makes curious reading. Speaking of the 
newspaper stories then recently in cir- 
culation, with respect to the transac- 
tions alluded to in this indictment, he 
said: 
What President Roosevelt Demanded. 

*“"T do not believe we should concern 
ourselves with the particular individ- 
ual who wrote the lying and libelous 
editorials, articles from correspondents 
or articles in the news columns. The 
real offender is Mr. Joseph Pulitzer, ed- 
itor and proprietor of the World. While 
the criminal offense of which Mr. Pu- 
Llitger has been guilty is in form a libel 
upon individuais, the great injury done 
is in blackening the good name of the 
American people. 

“Tt should not be left to a private 





citizen to sue Mr. Pulitzer for libel. He

civilized world of wrongdoing of the 
basest and foulest kind, when he has 
not one shadow of justification of any 
sort or description for the charge he 
has made. 

“ “The Attorney-General has under con- 
sideration the form in which the pro- 
ceedings against Mr. Pulitzer shall be 
brought.’ 

“Here we «.ave reincarnated the very 
spirit of the sedition law—the theory 
that strictures upon the ¢onduct of 
public officers are not to be treated as 
mere libels upon individuals, but consti- 
tute a sort of treason against which 
all the colossal power of the Federal 
Government should be wielded. * * * 

“To Stir Up Sedition.” 

“In the performance of their ‘high 
national duty’ the Government authori- 
ties ought ‘to bring to justice this vilifier 
of the American people who has sought 
to convict the Government of his own 
country in the eyes of the civilized 
world of wrongdoing of the basest and 
foulest kind’ through the instrumentality 
of this indictment, charging, not a Mbel 
on the Government, but merely the 
defamation of certain individuals. 

“But this is merely the form of the 
prosecution. It is in substance and in 
fact an indictment for the publication of 
what in 138 would have been alleged, in 
terms, to constitute a seditious libel, 
tending to stir up discontent and disaf- 
fection and to bring the Government 
into contempt. 

“Indeed, this is expressly charged, 
namely, that it was the defendants’ pur- 
pose to ‘stir up disorder among the peo- 
ple;’ the language of the sedition act 
was ‘to stir up sedition.’ 

“Now, if there be anything in the his- 
tory of this act through 8 years of its 
existence, does it not prove conclusively 
that it was the purpose of Congress to 
exclude from the words of the act. and 
that they were intended to mean just 
what they did mean at the common 
law?

PROHIBITION’S REAL INTENT. 

In his eloquent and convincing speech against 
prohibition at the Odeon, Mr. F. W. Lehmann 
pointed out that the real object of prohibition is 
to prevent the use of alcoholic beverages by indi- 


vidual citizens, the actual intent to forbid the 


individual the use of intoxicants is masked un- 
der an indirection—the prohibition of their man- 
ufacture and sale. 

If the prohibition amendment were worded ac- 
cording to its rea) intent it would forbid citizens 
to drink intoxicants in any form or quantity. 
What chance of success would a prohibition 
amendment of this kind have in a free govern- 
ment? Would Missourians vote for the prohibition 
of the use of liquor on the part of citizens? 
Would any considerable minority of them vote 
to carry the paternal regulation of individual 
conduct that far? Yet this is the intention of 
Amendment 10. 

Mr. Lehmann called attention to the injustice 
of State-wide prohibition from this standpoint. 
Well-to-do people who can afford to join clubs or 
to order liquor in considerable quantities can 
have all the drink they want. But poorer per- 
sons who do not like to frequent ligwiess sa- 
loons are debarred from the enjoyment of beer 
and wine. The constitutional] inhibition works 
unequally. The rich are not prohibited, but the 
poor are. Prohibition represente not only folly, 
the useless sacrifice of property and the promo- 
tion of vice and hypocrisy, but it embodies gross 
injustice. It makes a mockery of liberty and 


equality.

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NONPARTISAN JUDGES. 

Mr. F. N. Judson, in a letter to the Post-Dis- 
patch, urged the voters to begin a movement for 
a bipartisan State Supreme Court by electing a 
Republican and Democrat on Nov. 8. Mr. Judson 
suggested that the end can best be subserved this 
year by electing the two candidates—Judge Gantt, 
Democrat, and Judge Kennish, Republican—now 
on the Supreme bench. He pleads their experi- 
ence as well as their fitness as the reason for a 





on these two. 

The Republican objection to this plan as stated 
.}by the party organ, is that the Supreme Court 
now has an overwhelming majority of Democrats 
and that the judges should be evened up be- 
tween the parties before the bi-partisan plan is 
inaugurated. 

Following Mr. Judson's plea for.,a bipartisan 
selection of judges by the voters; Judge Rom- 
bauer makes a forceful appeal] in Monday’s Post- 
* | Dispatch for a nonpartisan selection of judiciary 
candidates by the voters. Speaking as a man 
with long experience and a good record on the 
bench, Judge Rombauer remarks: 

The judge is not the judge of a party, but 
the judge of the people, and whenever he be- 
comes a partisan he ceases to be a judge in 
the true sense of the term, because he then 


lacks the ability to judge without prejudice, 
in cases where party interests are concerned. 


We heartily indorse Judge Rombauer’s appeal 
to the voters to put party considerations aside in 
voting for judges. The best candidates for the 
bench, regardless of party afuiations, shout: be 
elected. Not only should the judges be non- 
partisan, but the vote should be nonpartisan. 
Judges should be assured’ that ability, good char- 
acter and good records, not party services, will 
win places on the bench. 

Ideally, the nonpartisan vote is the best. guar- 
antee of a nonpartisan judiciary, but unfortunate- 
ly party ties are so strong in the average voter 
that independent voting is the exception. Only 
when the unfitness of a party candidate is con- 
spicuous and the vote is close do independent 
party voters turn the scale in favor of the bet- 
ter candidate. 

Perhaps the best practica] plan is that now fol- 
lowed in the selection of candidates for the Pub- 
lic School Board here, which is applied to the 
judiciary nominations in New York. and other 
states; that is the nomination of half the candi- 
dates by each of the parties. This plan would 
assure a bipartisan bench without a political 
contest between party candidates, and would take 
the judiciary election out of the turmoil of par- 
tisan politics. Any movement in the direction of 
a nonpartisan method of electing judges is 
gratifying. Voters can promote it by casting their 
ballots for the best men without regard to party. 





At the meeting today of the committee of rafl- 
road representatives called to answer the St.

A BIG WORK FOR WOMEN. 

A page in the Sunday Post-Dispatch suggests 
that there is a big work for women to do, in the 
interest of justice and humanity. It is shown 
that, under present conditions, juries of men will 
not condemn a woman to‘serve a sentence in our 
state prison’, because such prisons are not fit 
places for women. Arkansas and other Southern 
states have no provision in their penitentiaries 
for women convicts, who are for this reason par- 
doned when incarceration would, under proper 
conditions, be best for them and for the com- 
munity. 

Miss Caroline Thummel, a St. Louis lawyer, 
in an able article on the page indicated, urges 
the infliction of the legal penalty upon women 
criminals, but thinks that failure to inflict it is 
due to a false sentimentality on the part of male 
jurors,.and would abolish the jury system. 
Ex-Gov. Johnson sees deeper. He condemns 
the prison and penitentiary as barbarous, and 
says that putting women into such places would 
crush their pride, ruin their nomen. and impair 
their mentality.

‘case of men sentenced to prison or penitentiary? 


Has it not been shown repeatedly that the av- 
erage prison or penitentiary is medieval in the 
inhumanity of its conditions?

The lower railing 
should be eight or ten inches above the 
floor of the platform: This wooden 
skeleton is inclosed by canvas walls 
fastened to the upper railing, drawn 
taut and tacked securely to the base rail 
and corner posts. i'o make these cloth 
sides secure, strong lattice work or 
wire netting may be used on the in- 
side. 

To roof it In, a large awning, which 
can be thrown back or rolled up, should 
be procured and fastened above to the 
side of the house sufficiently high that, 
when lowered, its outer edgé will hang 
16 inches to the outside of the top of 
the canvas box.

DOUBTING POLICE 
CONVINCED CANDY |= 
BANDIT IS SLAYER 


Rhodus Tells Detectives Cali- 
ber of the Pistol That 
Killed Dentist. | 





IS ANXIOUS TO ..HANG 


Captors Are Inclined. to Be- 
lieve Now That He Will 
Get His Wish. 


Leigh Rhodus, the candy bandit, con- 
vinced two Chicago detectives Tuesday 
that he was the murderer of Dr. W. F. 
Michaelis, when he told them the cali- 
ber of the weapon with which the-En- 
glewood dentist was shot near his home 
on the night of Aug. 5 last. 

The shell found on the sidewalk at 


the scene of the shooting, and the bul-' 


let taken from the victim’s body showed 


that the shot had been fired from a 32-, 


caliber automatic revolver. This fact, 
the detectives say, had never been pub- 
lished. 

The detectives, Tim McGuire and John 
C. Prendergast, who are assigned to 
duty in Englewood, and “who were at 
Dr. Michaelis’ side, four minutes after 
he was shot, arrived in East St. Louis 
Tuesday morning and went to see Rho- 
dus at the volice Station. 

“Did you kill. Dr. Michaelis?” was 
their first question. The young prison- 
er nodded. 

“what did you kill him: with?” wee 
next asked. 

“With a 32 automatic,” ‘was the re- 
ply. 

' “Where is that gun now?” . 
“In a pawnshop in Chicago.” 
Rhodus named the establishment, 
detectives making a memorandun for 

investigation. 

” Says He's the Man. 

“This is the man, all right,” De- 
tective McGuire said to a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter. “We thought at first 
he might be pretending, but if that 
were so-he couldn't have known about 
the revolver.” 

Whether Rhodus will get his wish io 
be tried first for the murder of Mi- 
chaelis, rather than for the series of 
East St. Louis robberies to which he 
confesses, will depend largely on the 
East Side police, who, having caught 
him, have first claim on him. 

Chief of Detectives Ryan, when told 
that the robber’s statement as to the 
killing had been verified, said he woul 
favor letting Chicago have him. 

*l’d rather be hanged and done wit‘ 
it,” said the young bandit Mondav 
afternoon. He repeated the expression 
Tuesday, but asked that if he were 
taken to Chicago his bride of threo 
months be taken ala. 

The police officials are trying to ver- 
ify every part of Rhodus’ confession. 
because he has shown a readiness’ to 
confess almost anything, on thé appar- 
ent theory that he will be hanged for 
the Chicago murder anyway. 

Proffers Another Confession. 

Monday afternoon he offered to con- 
fess to the Burlington train robbery, if 
it would enable Chief Ryan to get the 
reward offered in that case. A few 
questions showed that he had little or 
no knowledge of the details of that 
robbery, and he then admitted that he 
was just trying to “‘be a good fellow,”’ 
and that he had thought the Chief 
would be glad to fall in with his plan 
for the sake of the reward. 

That there were two candy bandits, 
or two mfz7i who committéd the crimes 
generally, ascribed to that individual, 
is noW the belief of the East Side au- 
thiritieés. They believe D. R. Goodhue, 
whom they arrested’ several days ago, 
and whom several persons have identi- 
fied, was the other one. Frank W. Clo- 
ver and. William Norton, witnesses to 
the robbery of Clover’s saloon, to which 
Rhodus has confessed, still insist that 
Goodhue, and not Rhodus, robbed them.
